Ten-degree weather is sweeping in 
on Atlanta from the west and north- 
west, George H. Mindling, Atlanta 


weather bureau meteorologist, said 
Tuesday night in predicting a 20-de- 
gree temperature reading for today 
and 10 degrees, 22 below freezing, for 
Thursday morning. If the Thursday 
prediction comes to pass Atlanta will 
experience its coldest weather of the 
last five years, 

The storm sweeping down from Can- 
ada and east from the Rockies was 
described as the most severe in years, 
with mereury readings of more than 
50 degrees below zero recorded in the 
northwest, 

Despite the forecast for a sharp 
tumble of 45 degrees below the maxi- 
mum of Tuesday within the next 24 
hours, the mercury at the Candler 
field weather bureau Tuesday night 
revistered 56 at 8 o'clock and from 
then until midnight stood at 55. Rich- 
mond, Va., and Chattanooga, Tenn., 
were other cities where sharp drops 
for today were predicted and where 
rising temperatures were reported 
Tuesday night, 

One of the coldest waves in the 
nation’s history Tuesday was sweep- 
ing eastward, as Moran, Wyo., reg- 
istered a reading of 55 degrees below 
zero and Winnipeg, Canada, to the 
north, was 52 degrees below. Bus 
traffie out of Chicago was at a stand- 
astill and school children in the far 
west were sent home. 

In February, 1899, Atlanta’s cold 
record was established at eight de- 

_ grees below, but the minimum mean 
temperature for the same month for 
the period from 1879 until 1930 was 
37.3 degrees. In 1930 the lowest 
recorded was 24 degrees while the 
mean minimum for the same month 
was 42.5 degrees. 

Previous low marks included zero 
weather on February 8, 1895 and 
again on January 6, 1924. On Jan- 
uary 1, 1928, the thermometer dropped 
to «¢ degrees and the next day to a 
mere one above zero, and climbed the | 


following day to 9 above. This was 
the last time the Atlanta mercury 
dropped to 10 degrees or below. 

A goodly contribution to the Feb- 
ruary rainfall came Tuesday with 1.55 
inches since 7 o'clock in the morning 
and the mercury, incidentally, went 5 
degrees above the maximum prediction 
of 50 and halted at 55 for the day.

ROME, Ga., Feb. 7.—Testimony by 
the widow and two brothers of Ray- 
mond Kington, who was found slain 
in the Chickamauga National Park, 
near Chattanooga, in December, 1930, 
today featured the trial of Hugh and 
Frank Bowen, youthful Lafayette, 
pe brothers, charged with, the. mur- 
er, : 

J. W. Kington, J. M. Kington and 
Mrs. Bertha Roach, formerly Mrs. 
Raymond Kington, all told of finding 
the slain man’s body in the Chicka- 
mauga park and of its positive iden- 
tification. Several other witnesses 
also corroborated this testimony, and 
the prosecution said that the evidence 
given was the part of a number of 
circumstances by which the govern- 
ment was seeking to prove that the 
murder was committed in a plot to 
collect insurance. 

The prosecution is contending that 
the defendants killed Kington and then 
mutilated his face by a shotgun charge 
in an attempt to have the body identi- 
fied as that of Hugh Bowen so that 
Frank Bowen could convert an in- 
surance policy. 

Evidence introduced today also 
brought out that Kington received a 
telephone call from Chattanooga,

Tenn., at a lunch stand the night he 
was killed and Gomer Eaves, King- 
ton’s neyhew, testified that his uncle 
was to have met Hugh Bowen and 
John E. Smith, another defendant, 
te is to be tried following the Bowen 
trial.

ROOSEVELT CALLS 
UN FORECLOSURES 


Unemployment Also Will 

Be Considered at Con- 
ference in Washington 
After Inauguration. 


By ROBERT ST. JOHN. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—(4)—Two 
days after Franklin D. Roosevelt is 
inaugurated, he will confer at the 


White House with governors invited 
from all 48 states over such pressing 
federal and state problems as mort- 
gage foreclosures, taxation, unemploy- 
ment relief, better use of land and 
reorganization of local governments. 
A call for the conference, by which 
the incoming president will set a prec- 
edent in dealing with governmental 
problems on taking office, was sent 
out across the nation tonight from 
democratic national headquarters. 


List of Problems. 


A letter to chief executives of the 
48 states lists these problems as ones 
which the conferees “should discuss 
for our mutual benefit :” 

“Conflicting taxation by federal 
and state governments. 
fe oe aid for unemployment re- 
ief, 

“Mortgage foreclosures, especially 
on farm lands. 

“Better iand use by afforestation, 
elimination of marginal agricultural 
land, flood prevention, ete. 

“Reorganization and consolidation 
of local government to decrease tax 
costs.”’ 

Mr. Roosevelt leaves the way open 
for thrashing out other problems by 
stating that the conferees may think 
of subjects not listed which they may 
consider “essential for discussion.”

_ While the plan of a president call- 
ing in all 48 governors to thrash out 
a long list of joint and pressing prob- 
lems has little precedent, it is based 
on the recent annual sessions between 
the governors themselves. 

The year after Mr. Roosevelt was 
elected governor of New York, he be- 
gan to play a leading role in these 
meetings and often has expressed a 
belief that much constructive progress 
was made by the governors engaging 
in an intensive discussion of their va- 
rious governmental difficulties. 

The announcement of the White 
House conference was made at demo- 
cratic national headquarters by Louis 
McHenry Howe, advisor and political 
secretary to Mr. Roosevelt. 

Letter. 


The letter to the governors, Howe 
said, was drawn up by the president- 
elect himself before he started on his 
cruise. It reads: 

“Because so many governors will be 
in Washington on March 4, I want to 
take that opportunity of holding a 
conference in relation to a number of 
matters. in which the federal govern- 
ment and the state governments are 
mutually interested. For that reason 
I want to invite you to come to the 
White House, March 6, at 11 4. m., to 
attend an informal conference. 

“It is my thought that we should 
discuss for our mutual benefit certain 
subjects, such as: 

“(a) Conflicting taxation by federal 
and state governments. 

“(b) Federal aid for unemployed 
relief, 

“‘(ce) Mortgage foreclosures, especial-

Bill To Reduce Output 
and Bolster Price Push- 
ed in Effort To Get Law 
To Govern 1933 Crop.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—(4)— 
With powerful backing, a plan for 
obtaining reduced cotton production by 
means of a 3,500,000-bale government 
pool was prepared tonight with the 
hope of getting it through the senate 
and house in time to apply to the 1933 
crop. 

Southern senators including Smith, 
of South Carolina, and George, of 
Georgia, were actively supporting the 
plan and had decided to urge the sen- 
ate agriculture committee tomorrow 
to report out the bill forthwith, al- 
though it was only introduced in its 
present form today. 

The bill is an adaptation of a 
measure introduced previously by 
Senator Smith and also bears his 
name, In it are bound up the hopes 
of the southern members for aid for 
the south’s chief product at the pres- 
ent session, 

The drive for action on the meas- 
ure will be launched tomorrow as the 
committee begins work on rewriting 
the domestic allotment farm relief 
bill, in which cotton is included. Smith 
and others have expressed doubt that 
the allotment plan would apply most 
effectively on cotton and many mem- 
bers are convinced President Hoover 
would veto it anyway. 

Would Create Pool. 

The Smith bill as it now stands 
would create a pool comprising the 
approximately 3,500,000 bales now 
controllege by the farm board or other 
ccpaaieas agencies. Cotton farmers 
wrid.be given opportunity to 

share.

“This method would avoid the very 
difficult alternative as to certain 
classes of securities,” he said, “of at- 
tempting by individual. settlements 
between debtor and creditor to reduce 
this burden of long-term indebtedness 
contracted at or near the peak of the 
inflationaty stage.” 

He added that the policy “should 
constitute an important and helpful 
step preliminary to the refinancing 
of the long-term farm loans and a 
much lower interest rate than that 
now existing.” . 

Such an interest reduction, Hull 
said, would “drastically reduce the 
burden of the long-term 4 #mortized 
debt of the farmer.

Roosevelt tonight as the senate passed 
the bulging treasury-postoffice appro- 
priation bill after two weeks of 
wrahgling. 

An estimated saving of $165,000,- 
000 in all federal expenditures for the 
next fiscal year were incorporated in 
the measure which now goes to con- 
ference with the house and paves the 
way for passage at this session of the 
other eight vital supply bills. 

Three of these are already on the 
senate calendar and tomorrow it will 
foe work on the interior department 

ill. 

As finally passed, the treasury- 
postoffice measure. carries a little 
more than $930,000,000°as compared, 
‘with «8961,000,000 as it came from* 


‘committee. 


But the big saving will come from 
a provision directing all departments 
to reduce experditures 5 per cent be- 
low. the amounts appropriated for 


each. 
Refused Hoover Last Year. 


This proposal was offered by Sena- 
tor Bratton, democrat, New Mexico, 
and it alone was estimated to save 
$143,000,000. 

The authorization for Mr. Roose-

Enactment of the school code bill 


providing for a county unit system 
under the state department of educa- 
tion, with independent systems abolish- 
ed, would increase annual school ex- 
penditures of the state from the pres- 
ent $6,000,000 to between $15,000,000 
and $20,000,000, members of the house 
and senate education committees were 
told Tuesday afternoon in a public 
hearing. 

Atlanta _ school representatives 
launched & vigorous attack on the bill, 
asking that this city be eliminated 
from its provisions as the Atlanta 
schools now lie in two counties. The 
lone defender of the bill before the 
committee was J. P, Manley, Spalding 
county superintendent, who appealed 
to the legislature to “raise the general 
level of education in Georgia.” 

Attorney-General M. J. Yeomans 
corrected a popular impression that 
he had drawn the bill. “I did not 
draw it, and I am neither opposing or 
sponsoring it,” he told the commit- 
teemen, adding a warning that “to 
write a school code is an exacting duty 
me it should be studied very care- 

ully, as it involves $15,000,000 
$20,000,000 a year.” ’ 67 

Atlanta’s attack on the measure was 
led by Senator Walter A. Sims, 35th 
district, and Representative Paul Lind- 
say, of DeKalb, the latter saying that 
the bill would turn 14,000 Atlanta 
children into the DeKalb system with- 
out adequate facilities to care for 
them. Other speakers for Atlanta 
were Councilman Homer Foster, who 
pointed out that if the: city school 
system was turned over to the new 
county unit system, the city would 
still have to carry its school bonds. 
George. Powell, member of the Atlanta 
board of education, and Mrs. R. L. 
Turman urged defeat of the bill. Mrs. 
Turman attacking constitutionality of 
the measure. : 

J. E. Mathis, of Americus, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Education Asso- 
cition, said that “no school people 
of Georgia were invited in for con- 
sideration of the bill.” Barry Wright, 
of Rome, warned the legislators 
against “embarking on unknown and 
unchartered seas and taking away 
every landmark known to the schools.” 
Mr. Wright charged that “the bill 
proposes a czar-like state board of 
education,” and that it “seems to bear 
the handiwork of outside technical ad- 
vice by advisers from out of the state.” 
He saw in the bill the “handiwork 
of the general education board. some- 
times referred to in some respects as 
racketeers and as theorists.” Mr. 
Wright urged that “we not gamble 
the future of our school children on 
the speculative success of this propo- 
sition.” J. A. Beasley, of Crawfords- 
ville, declared that the “country coun- 
ties would be wrecked by the bill.” 

Superintendent Manley said that 
“we build roads together, and let's 
build our schools together. Let's be 
democratic.” He said that “it is un- 
fair for Atlanta children to have $69 
per pupil for education when in man¢ 
districts they have less than $15.”

THE VALUE OF OUR STREAMS. 

Interesting data on the value to 
Georgia of the mumerous 
water courses in the state are con- 
tained in the published report of a 
survey of these streams, made by 
a special committee of the commis- 
sion of forestry and geological de- 
velopment. The survey was taken 
for the special purpose of ascer- 
taining the value of these water 
courses for municipalities and new 
industries. 


The report points out that all the 
states in the Union make appropria- 
tions for the study of their water 
esources, except Georgia, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, South Dakota, Kentucky, 
Delaware and Rhode Island. Gaug- 
‘ing of the larger streams is taken 
‘care of by the federal government, 
and similar inspection of the smaller 
streams is urged in the report in 
order to determine, according to 
their flow or capacity, their avail- 
ability for municipal or industrial 
purposes. 

The value of this information is 
illustrated in the report through 
reference to its importance in con- 
nection with the development of a 
paper pulp industry in Georgia, as 
an outgrowth of the researches con- 
‘ducted at the pulp and paper plant 
at Savannah and in the pine for- 
ests throughout the state. 


Paper mills use large quantities 
of water and can, therefore, be lo- 
cated only in counties containing 
Streams having a daily minimum 
flow of approximately 25,000,000 
gallons. The survey of the special 
committee indicates that such 
streams exist in practically every 
county in the state, but exact infor- 
mation should be possessed by 
counties. seeking the establishment 
of such mills within their borders. 

The report recommends the ap- 
propriation of $5,000 by the state, 
which, supplemented by federal aid 
funds, would permit the establish- 
ment of, $0 gauging stations, these 
Stations to be placed at the most 
suitable locations throughout the 
state. It suggests that these ap- 
propriations be made effective dur- 
ing 1934 and 1935, “‘so thaf the 
proper development of Georgia 
may be speeded up through general 
industrial use of its waters.” 


Georgia has long neglected its 
valuable resources in forests and 
streams and both have deteriorated 
as the result. Certainly, every pos- 
sible effort should be made to pre- 
‘Serve and to capitalize on these re- 
| sources.

The Persian government is abro- 
gating the various foreign concessions 
in the country. First, it took away 
the charter of the Imperial Airways, 
which gave that company the exclu- 
sive right to fly over Persian terri- 


tory. Now, it is the Anglo-Persian oil 
concern, in which the British govern- 
ment is a heavy shareholder, which 
sees its rights revoked. This latter 
caused a huge sensation in Britain 
and certain ultra-conservative news- 
papers in that country clamored for 
an immediate armed demonstration 
against Persia. 

Naturally, the charge was made at 
once that the bolsheviks were behind 
it all, that Moscow had stirred up 
Persia against England. he facts, 
however, are entirely different. The 
shah of Persia is following the ex- 
ample of—Britain. The national gov- 
ernment of Britain has built a sys- 
tem of tariff walls around England. 
With the Ottawa conference, an at- 
tempt is under way to make the whole 
British empire a self-contained, self- 
sufficient, closed corporation. Well, 
that is what the shah wants to do 
with Persia. : “The British empire for 
the British!’ exclaimed Lord Beaver- 
brook’s London: Express not long ago. 

“Persia for the Persians!’’ replies 
the shah. The nationalist philosophy, 
to the implications of which we owe 
the present distressful economic 
world situation, is making school, 
even in Asia. “My country has to 
learn to get along without foreigners. 
In a few years’ time I hope that noth- 
ing but Persians will remain in Per- 
sia,” said the shah recently. “‘We are 
a civilized people, have been civilized

They are in Persia for the sake 
of making profits. We can use those 
profits ourselves. We are not a col- 
ony to be exploited by this or that 
big power. e are Persians, that is 
to say, heirs of a great and powerful 
people with a magnificent tradition.”

Health Talks

FROM APE TO MAN OR FROM 
MAN TO APE? 

Calm yourself. This is not a dis- 
cussion of evolution. ; 

It is talk about a subject that is 
perhaps talked about more than any 
other health subject, namely, “the 
common cold.” Just what a “common 
cold” may be is a question for every 
one to answer to suit his own pecu- 
liar notions. No health authority or 
medical authority can be _ inveigled 
into defining or describing, much less 
identifying a case of “common cold.” 


You just have to take it for granted 
yours is it—until you find you've got 
something not contemplated in the 
provisional or tentative diagnosis of 
your indisposition. By that time you'll 
be so busy battling whatever you've 
got that you'll quite forget to task 
the near-doctor with his error. 

Without admitting that nobody 

knows what the alleged “common 
cold” is, we have sent out several ex- 
peditions in recent years in quest of 
the nature and cause of the putative 
malady. One such intensive research 
has included observation of a group of 
chimpanzees. 
. Recently a laboratory worker, try- 
ing to take cultures from the throats 
of the chimpanzees encountered one 
animal that did not submit gracefully 
to the taking of the culture. The 
laboratory worker had to open the 
ape’s mouth forcibly. As a rule work- 
ers taking the cultures first carefully 
scrub their hands and then don a 
gauze mask, to guard against contami- 
nation by their own nose or throat 
bacterial flora. But this time . the 
worker’s mask was not in place when 
the culture was obtained. However, 
all the chimpanzees and all the work- 
ers or attendants were in good health 
and had been free from any signs of 
cri, if you know what I mean; if you 
don’t, call it colds, you dumb egg. 

The day after the little argument 
between the ape and worker, the 
worker complained of sneezing, lacri- 
mation, fullness in nose and throat 
and the second day she was suffering 
from what the putative medical au- 
thorities pronounced a typical severe 
common cold, which lasted two weeks. 

Oh, well, I was not there, Baron, 
so let it go. ‘ 

But now the plot thickens. It ap- 
pears that two days after the set-to 
described the intractable ape and a 
docile chimpanzee in the group showed 
nasal discharge and obstruction and 
some fever and passed through what 
these same medical authorities desig- 
nated as the typical stages of the 
common cold. No other infections de- 
veloped among the nine other apes in 
the group. 

In the opinion of the Baron—lI 
mean the medical experts on the 
ground—the intractable ape wag in- 
fected by the laboratory worker who 
took the culture unmasked. That 
seems plausible enough, for we know 
that some of the specific respiratory 
infections, such as measles, scarlet 
fever, cerebro-spinal meningitis, are 
contagious or communicable before 
the onset of actual illness or definite 
symptoms. But how to account for 
the docile ape’s cri? The docile one 
submitted to the taking of the weekly 
culture without any fuss, and the 
laboratory worker's mask was in 
place when she took the culture. So 
the savants calmly ignore the fact 
that the intractable ape may have 
passed a sample of the infection to 
the docile one. They hold rather that 
the gauze mask over nose and mouth 
is not a complete protection against 
the common cold. 

Well, it is all pretty muddled, how- 
ever you look at it.

The Leas were not in custody, and 
Attorney-General Roy. Beeler said 
the governor’s warrant authorized 
their arrest only by Sheriff Laurence 
E. Brown or Deputy Sheriff Frank 
Lakey, of Buncombe county, North 


Carolina, named as agents. All Ten- 
nessee peace officers, however, were 
directed to give “all needful assist- 
ance.” Brown and Lakey were stili 
in Nashville tonight and gave no in- 
dication as to when they would go to 
Jamestown. 

The warrant specifies that the de- 
fendants are not to be removed from 
Tennessee until 24 hours after their 
arrest. This provision was made at 
the request of the Lea’s counsel, who 
asked for time in which to begin 
habeas corpus action. 

Lea, long a dominant figure in Ten- 
nessee politics and leader of an un-4 
official expedition of A. FE. F. of- 
ficers that attempted to kidnap the 
former German kaiser from Holland 
shortly after the armistice, faces a 
prison sentence of six to ten years 
following conviction at Asheville, N. 
€., in 1981 of conspiracy to defraud 
the now defunct Central Bank & 
Trfiist Co. of more than $1,000,000. 


His son was sentenced to pay $25,- 
000 in fines and costs or serve two to 
six years. Wallace B. Davis, presi- 
dent of the Central bank and a co- 
defendant with the Leas, started serv- 
ing his sentence several weeks ago. 

A letter presented to the governor 
shortly. before his decision by Sea- 
well and Solicitor Zeb V. Nettles, of 
Asheville, N. C., said they had been 
“surprised and amazed” by published 
reports that the Leas "were in some 
sort of a secret hiding place in a 
rural and moutainous section of Ten- 
nessee.””

It was explained he wanted to con- 
sider the “significance of the situa- 
tion” to detérmine whether it would 
be necessary to ask for “some ex- 
traordinary action in connection with 
the proper safeguarding and protec- 
tion of the execution of your warrant 
for the arrest of the defendants, if 
you should order the issuance of such 
a warrant.” 

However, the letter continued, the 
attorneys had decided that “for the 
present we do not deem it necessary 
to apply for such extraordinary action 
at your hands.” 

Governor McAlister, in a long pre- 
paved statement in which he paren- 
thetically called attention to Leas’ 
failure to appear in person at the ex- 
tradition hearing last week, denied 
their contentions that the indictment 
against them was invalid and that they 
are not fugitives from North Caro- 
lina. 

“I am unable.” said the governor's 
statement, “to give my assent to 


either of these propositions, for in my 


opinion from a careful examination of 
the rather lengthy record presented to 
me, it is evident that the requisition 
of the governor of North Carolina 
does have attached thereto copies of 
valid indictments on which these de- 
fendants were tried in the courts of 
that state, and that said requisition 
in all respects complies with the 
statutes of Tennessee and the acts of 
congress on this subject. 

“Furthermore, there is no escape

Eveleth, Minn. Now and again a train 
was cancelled because of drifts. 

All bus traffic out of Chicago was 
at a standstill, and with visibility 
limited to less than a city block air- 
planes throughout the middlewest were 
grounded. Street cars and automobiles 
were fighting ice and drifts or had 
given up entirely in Kansas City, 
Chicago, Oklahoma City and _ other 
centers. 

Zero Reaches Into Arkansas. 

Zero reached down into Arkansas. 
New Orleans, in the lower sixties, an- 
ticipated a 40-degree drop. Chicago, 
blinded with snow, expected a. drop, 
to 10 below zero during the night.

At 
Omaha the mercury got as low as 14 
below zero during Tuesday, and across 
the Missouri river at Council’ Bluffs, 
Iowa, a county jail trusty was serious- 
ly ill and two others overcome by 
earbon monoxide gas from the jail 
heating plant. Relief agencies at Lin- 
coln were swamped with demands for 
food and fuel. 

Elevated railways in Chicago kept 
moving, but street traffic was delayed. 
Thirty-six hours of snow were pre- 
dicted, and when half of it was over 
at noon Tuesday the Chicago Street 
Railway Company said the storm had 
cost it $250,000. 

Chicago was unprotected by_ the 
usual police squad cars, called in 
from their raying duty to the comfort 
of garages. Hotels were sell-outs, hun- 
dreds of rooms being reserved by busi- 
nessmen who would not attempt to 
get to their suburban homes. 

Department stores sent clerks home 
early, and the Century of Progress 
packed its staff off for home at noon 
lest they be marooned on the lake 
front. Appeals for coal and food flood- 
ed the emergency relief commission. 
The city could not hire extra help to 
clean its streets, but the relief com- 
mission assigned about 1,500 of the 
jobless men it is aiding to work on 
city and park thoroughfares. 

Ten inches of snow had fallen at 
Chicago by midafternoon Tuesday. 
Kansas Snow Blown Away. 
The snowfalls might have been a 
boon to western Kanssa wheatlands, 
but the high wind blew it right away. 
The cotton belt of Oklahoma report- 

ed boll weevils killed by the cold. 

Simon Bender, 82, was frozen to 
death in his back yard at Guthrie, 
Okla., after going out to feed the 
chickens with the temperature at 5 
below. 

The northern blast hit the Texas 
Panhandle Monday night and by Tues- 
day night the freeze had reached the 
gulf coast. Air lines resumed service 
out of Dallas at noon Tuesday. 

Snowdrifts three and four feet deep 
blocked roads on the Navajo Indian 
reservation near Gallup, N. M. At 
Salt Lake City the city and county 
building heating plant failed to do 
its duty and court was dismissed. 

The Pacific coast, having had its 
share of wintry rains and mountain 
snows, just now is enjoying a week 
of mild weather.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—(4)—After the 
“Big Five” of the cabinet and Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, British ambassador 
to the United States, had completed 


a preliminary survey of the debt prob- 
lem today, it was learned sug! estions 
that a lump sum between $1,250,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000,000 be paid to the 
United States, a that this 
Ly eeagece would cover all European war 
debts and not merely Britain's. 

Such a lump sum, it was said in 
authoritative quarters, would mean 
sealing down the war debts in accord- 
ance with the reparations policy adopt- 
ed at the Lausanne conference, which 
virtually ended reparations payments 
from Germany. The total European 
debt to the United States was funded 
at more than $11,000,000,000. 

Neville Chamberlain, Great Britain’s 
most vocative spokesman on the 
war debts problems, today in the house 
of commons publicly and officially em- 
braced the policy of “golden silence” 
which Sir Ronald Lindsay, British am- 
bassador to the United States, brought 
to Downing Street from Washington 
on behalf of President-elect Roosevelt. 

Queried in the commons, as to the 
debts situation, the chancellor of the 
exchequer, replied, “the terms of an in- 
vitation addressed to the British gov- 
ernment to send a representative or 
representatives to Washington early 
in March, and the acceptance of that 
invitation, already have been publish- 
ed. I have no further statement to 
make.” 3 | | 
| Pressed further by Sir Stafford_ 
Cripps, a labor member, the chancel- 
lor replied only, “it is obviously unnec- 
essary to repeat those statements.” 

Meanwhile, some observers here to- 
day said they thought an offer of a 
flat payment of between $1,250,000,000 
and $2,000,000,000 to the United 
States which was proposed yesterday 
would be intended to wipe out the en- 
tire European debt to the United 
States. The proposal was made at a 
meeting between Sir Ronald and cab- 
inet members. 

This interpretation was based on a 
consideration of the Lausanne agree- 
ment ge which, on a similar basis, 
virtually erased reparations payments 
by ey rer 

The total of the European debt ta 
the United States is more than elev- 
en billion dollars. 

Sir Ronald himself, who returned te 
England yesterday from America, re- 
sumed consultations with the cabinet's 
war debts subcommittee in the prime 
minister’s room in the house of com- 
mons, but after a half hour formal 
session a communique successfully con- 
cealed the nature of the discussion. 

Sir Ronald will meet tomorrow 
again with the “Big Five,” which in- 
cludes, in addition to Baldwin, Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald, Mr. 
Chamberlain, Walter Runciman, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, and Sir 
John Simon, foreign secretary. 

After six weeks parliamentary re- 
cess, during which time the plans of 
the Washington debts conference were 
made, the commons expected an outline 
of the debts situation from the chan- 
cellor. But, as foreshadowed in some 
quarters, after Sir Ronald's first talk 
at No. 10 Down Street yesterday, the 
chancellor decided silence was the best.

The two for 11 billion settlement 
implied by the London reports would 
be on a scale similar to that agreed 
upon at Lausanne, where to all in- 
tents and purposes collection of repa- 
rations was acknowledged to be im- 
practical. 

This international report was made 
public here through the Chamber of 
Corfmerce of the United States for 
the American section of the interna- 
tional chamber, with which it is close- 
ly identified. 

Of the 10 who signed the report 
only one represented the United 
States.

of the Brookings Institution, Wash- 


ington, France and Germany had two 
men each on the committee. Great 
Britain, Belgium, Italy, The Nether- 
lands and Syitzerland, each was rep- 


resented. 
No Mention. 

This report made no mention what- 
ever of the Roosevelt administration 
debt conferences slated for early 
spring. Its Miscussion was entirely 
of the world economic conference. It 
did not mention figures on war debt 
settlements, either, nor the means of 
securing the cash. : 

This angle did not figure in the 
first congressional reactions either, 
although it appeared plain that since 
France alone outside of the United 
States possesses any substantial store 
of gold, the lump sum to be paid the 
United States would almost certainly 
have to be forked out by American 
buyers of European bonds floated here. 

Since congress in the not distant 
past had been thoroughly wrought up 
about foreign bond flotations in this 
country, there was every prospect of 
a new outburst of criticism if the 
idea of rasing the funds in this coun- 
try were pushed into the open. 

Significant was the general ab- 
sence of comment today by leading 
democrats, who generally are trying 
to keep the debts question quiet in 
congress to give President-elect Roose- 
velt plenty of elbow room in his ne- 
gotiations. 

Of the more important democrats 
who did speak, Honse Floor Leader 
Rainey, who may be speaker when 
the question comes *to congress for- 
mally, was not friendly. 

Chairman Collier, of the ways and

IN FIGHTING WEEVIL 
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Agriculture Department Of. 
fers New Bulletin to 
Farmers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Cotton 
plants are unusually attractive to a 
great army of insect pests, including 
the boll weevil, boll worm and pink 
boll worm, according to the depart- 
ment of agriculture. To help grow- 
ers in carrying on their inevitable and 
incessant war against them, the de- 


artment is always seeking new and 
etter methods for combatting in- 
sects. 

Control of these pests, the federal 
entomologists say, must begin with 
the selection of the variety of cot- 
ton for tage 20 Varieties that set 
a large crop of bolls early in the sea- 
son are recommended, as they suffer 
less damage from many insects. 
Reasonably early planting, frequent 
careful cultivations and the use of 
fertilizer where required assist di- 
rectly or indirectly in producing a 
crop of bolls before some of the pests 
become abundant enough to cause seri- 
ous damage. Rotation crops is impor- 
tant in reducing infestation, ag well 
as in maintaining soil fertility. The 
last, and one of the important cul- 
tural controls, is the destruction of 
all stalks as early as possible—before 
a killing frost, when it is practicable 
to do so. 

So far nothing better than calcium 
arsenate has been found for checking 
a boll weevil infestation. Details of 
dusting with this chemical and with 
other insecticides appear in farmers’ 
bulletin 1688, “Insect Euemies of the 
Cotton Plant,” recently issued. This 
bulletin also describes each of the 
principal insects that attack the cot- 
ton plant in the United States and 
outlines the damage it does. Ability 
to distinguish between these insects 
and to recognize their work at the 
outset is a powerful weapon in the 
hand of the grower, since time is an 
important factor in all insect control.

Baseball should encourage more ag- 
gressiveness and fight on the ball 
field.

But baseball grew up 
that way and the fans don’t like to 
see the players take the close ones 
too meekly. Baseball need not weaken 
the power of the umpires, but it need 
not make them little tin gods. No 
umpire’s dignity is of such moment 
that he should throw a player out of 
the game merely because the player 
hurls his bat into the air after a 
third strike is called on him, 

There is no more reason why an 
umpire should take profanity or ob- 
scenity from a player than from any 
other person. But umpires have not 
been above that themselves, especially

NATIONAL LOOP 


BANS BONUSES: 
TO AID MINORS 


League Plans Earlier 
East-West Competition. 
Schedule Discussed. 


By Alan Gould, 


Associated Press Sports Editor. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—(#)—Base- 
ball club owners of the National 
league wrestled today with most of 
their main problems, including some 
means to operate the financial pul- 
motor on the minor leagues, but the 
only concrete results of nearly five 
hours’ discussions were: (1) The 


y| tightening of regulations against giv- 


ing any bonuses whatsoever to ball 
players, and (2) plans to stage east- 
west competition earlier in the season. 

e magnates deferred definite 
adoption of their 1933 schedule, how- 
ever, in hopeful contemplation of the 
Pennsylvania legislation aimed at per- 
mitting Sunday baseball in Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia. Alternative sched- 
ules have been drawn but the opening 
and closing dates, April 12 and Oc- 
tober 1, are the same. 

The following open day bookings 
are set: New York at Boston, Brook- 
lyn at Philadelphia, St. Louis at Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh at Cincinnati. 

The magnates said today they had 
received no assurances regarding the 
Pennsylvania legislation but upon be- 
ing advised the Sunday sports bill 
had passed the lower house, they ex- 
pressed hope it would go through the 
senate and receive the signature of 
Governor Pinchot, in which case at 
least two National league clubs will 
cn’ assisted in “getting out of the 
red.” 


Proposals for a “moratorium” for 
a period of 18 months in the debts of 
minor league clubs whose franchises 
now have elapsed, were discussed by 
National league men with representa- 
tives of the National association, but 
no definite action was taken. 

“The major leagues are in sympathy 
with these proposals or anything else 
that will assist in putting some minor 
leagues back on their feet,” explained 
league president, 
“but present complications prevent us 
from going on record in this matter. 
Under present baseball law, no club 
franchise can be operated under new 
ownership until past debts and obli- 
gations are cleared up. Five years 
must elapse before this barrier is re- 
moved, otherwise. We think this mora- 
torilum is a good idea but just how to 
effect it is something else.” 

Under the new schedule plans, Na- 
tional league clubs inthe west will 
invade the eastern half of the circuit 
on May 2, eight days earlier than 
usual. The eastern clubs will start 
their first western trip May 16, two 
weeks earlier. The magnates hope this 
will stimulate the customers and help 
prevent lopsided: starts in a section 
where one or two clubs dominate. 

The remaining “loophole” in the 
bonus system was plugged up by adop- 
tion of an agreement to the National 
league rules preventing any club from 
dealing with its players contingent on 
where the club finishes in the pennant 
race. Heretofore the anti-bonus clause 
has outlawed only the giving of extra 
money for playing achievements, such 
as the batting average or the number 
of pitching victories recorded.

Forcing Bids With 
Part-Scores | 


This is the third of a series of articles 
Mr. Culbertson, dealing with the addi- 
tions and refinements made necessary in 


which these articles specifical 


A situation which frequently re- 
curs at the Contract table is the great 
difficulty of reaching a Slam in the 


bidding when the side holding the po- 
tential Slam has a part-score. Para- 
doxical as it may appear, Slam bid- 
ding with part-scores has always been 
much more difficult than when the 
players start at scratch. The reason 
for this is that there is not the op- 
portunity to exchange information as 
to honor strength and suit lengths 
before the “stop” signal of a game 
contract ig reached. 

In order to obviate this difficulty 
in the Culbertson System of 1933, 
there has been provided a Forcing 
bid of two in a suit, which requires 
one response from partner, even in 
the cases where the bid of two is 
sufficient to contract for game. The 
response to such a Forcing bid is 
identical with the response to a Forc- 
ing bid with a love score—that is, 
if the partner holds a bust and there 
is no intervening adverse bid, he must 
respond with the minimum answer of 
two notrump. If, exceptionally, he 
holds strength, he must show it. In 
case, even after a bust response at 
notrump, the Opening Hand _ then 
makes another Jump bid in a new 
suit, the Responding Hand again must 
answer, as the bonuses for Slams are 
too great not to explore the possibility 
of making them so long as the game 
is not in danger. Naturally, in or- 
der to make a bid of two in a suit, 
which, with a part-score, produces 
game, Forcing, the hand must be re- 
plete not only with honor-tricks, but 
with playing-tricks sufficient to guar- 
antee making a contract of at least 
one more than game. Therefore, Forc- 
ing bids with a part-score must be 
made with full realization that a sure 
game should not be endangered by 
greediness. 

An example of correct bidding on 
a strong hand with a part-score is 
given below: 

South—Dealer. 

North and South vulnerable; part- 
score 40.

2—North has a practically blank 
hand. However, he must respond. 
It is conceivable that South may 
have 12 tricks laid down and is 
only awaiting his partner’s an- 
swer to decide whether to con- 
tract for 12 or 13. 

3—South has no other suit to show, 
but, keeping in mind his partner’s 
minimum response, he contracts 
to take the tricks he can see in 
his own hand. The game is in 
no wise endangered by this bid, 
and there is a bare chance that 
ae may still be a Slam in the 


hand. 
4—Obviously, North must pass.

The January output of 1,006,297 
tons was substantially under the 1.- 
459,450 reported for January in 1952, 
but the first month of last year saw 
the largest tonnage of any, the vol- 
ume then shrinking steadily until it 
reached its Jow point in July. Steel 
production ordinarily reaches its sea- 
sonal peak in the first half of the 
year in March, and occasionally later.

U.S. EXPORTS ABOVE 
PRE-WAR SHIPMENTS

The bureau of agricultural economics

More Than 450 Delegates 
and Visitors Hear Talk 
by Bishop Candler. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Feb. 7.—G)—A 
program of personal sacrifice and self- 
denial for members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, was laid be- 
fore missionary leaders of the church 
tonight “to save the church's enter- 
prises from demobilization through 
lack of finances.” 

e program was outlined at to- 
night’s initial session of the joint 
meeting of the general missionary 
council of the church and the Paine 
College jubilee. Bishop Sam R. Hay, 
of San Antonio, Texas, president of 
the general board of missions, pre- 
sided, 

The plan, as outlined, calls for prac- 
tically 100 meetings to be conducted 
throughout the southern states by 12 
bishops of the church. The meetings 
are to be held between February 15 
and Easter Sunday and will have as 
their purpose the promotion of 
finances for the church budget for 
1933, from which church officials said 
all reductions had been made. 

Tomorrow night students of Paine 
College, a Methodist institution for 
negroes, will present a pageant, 
“Marching On,” depicting the story 
of the race from the African jungles, 
through slavery to the present. 

The college is celebrating its 50th 
anniversary. 

More than 450 delegates and visi- 
tors tonight heard Bishop Warren A. 
Candler, of Atlanta, stress the need 
for “more preachers and teachers in 
our colleges of today,” at the first 
joint session of the general missionary 
council and the college jubilee. 

W. A. Bell, of Atlanta, an alumnus 
of Paine College, and secretary of the 
co-operative interracial commission of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and the Colored Methodist 
Episcopal church, voiced a plea to 
southern Methodism for “gifts in- 
tangible, imponderable, invaluable— 
the sublime and profound gifts from 
the treasury of your souls—your in- 
tellectual and spiritual selves.” 

Bishop Candler’s observations re- 
garding the needs of American col- 
leges came at the conclusion of a re- 
view of the early history. He was a 
member of the board of trustees of 
the school at its founding, 50 years 
ago. 

Bell's address was a plea for great- 
er fellowship, instruction and Chris- 
tian guidance in education from the 
parent church to the colored body it 
fostered in 1861.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 7.—(7)—A 
petition is on the way to congress 
from Sons of the Revolution in Geor- 
gia, asking that “all vicious red, radi- 


eal and revolutionary agitators” be 


driven out of the country. 
“The ‘red menace of Moscow’ has 


lifted its flood gates of poisonous 
philosophy upon America and an- 
nounced its ruthless and relentless 
subversive campaign in the United 
States for the overthrow of our gov- 
ernment and all laws of comity and 
hospitality,” read a resolution adopted 
at the annual meeting of the patriotic 
order here last night.

“We hope, however, that this dis- 
cussion will lead to the acceptance 
of definite measures for reduction 
which, after all, is the purpose of our 
conference.” 

The commission continued its rou- 
tine consideration of the French plan, 
although the American sttitude, cou- 
pled with British and Italian opposi- 
tion, was regarded as having killed it. 
The commission adjourned until to- 
morrow without action.

Attacks Allies’ Stand. 

Dr. Pergler, one of the best known 
statesmen of Czecho-Slovakia and a 
well-known figure at HKwory, where 
he has been a featured speaker on 
several occasions, bitterly attacked the 
stand taken‘ by the allied countries in 
demanding a heavy tax on his coun- 
try for liberating it from the control 
of the central powers. He was no 
less bitter against his own country- 
men who sanctioned the tax and 
claimed that their liberty came 
aaa the “diplomatic” efforts of a 
ew. 

His country pays 80 million crowns 
per year to the allied countries by a 
treaty in 1918S for the freedom 
“awarded” the Czechs by these coun- 
tries, he declared. “No eccuntry freed 
Czecho-Slovakia. This was illustrated 
when Woodrow Wilson said _ that 
America wanted no money for simply 
recognizing an accomplished fact,” he 
stated. “I know of no other case 
where countries liberating or aiding 
in liberating an oppressed country ex- 
tended its hand and demanded ‘pay 
for your liberation.’ 

Has Paid Too Much, Claim. 

“Suppose the United States had de- 
manded payment for liberating the 
Philippine Islands in the act recently 
passed. ‘There would have been many 
voices raised in protest in this coun- 
try. The country would have been 
called the American Shylock!”

received. He said Czecho-Slovakia was 
obligated in the amount of millions of 
crowns yearly to France and Italy for 
the expenses of the army, in addition 
to the “liberation” tax. He named 
the countries being paid by Czecho- 
Slovakia anc expressed doubt they had 
aided in any way in its gaining free- 
dom. The home rule which now tol- 
erates such treatment is incompetent 
and will soon be abolished, he said. 

Dr. Pergler was introduced by Dr. 
Theodore Jack, vice president of 
Emory University. 

Round-Table Discussions. 

Beginning in a preliminary session 
Tuesday morning with an address on 
“Interest in Public Affairs as Re- 
by Ur. Harold 
Gosnell, of the University of Chicago, 
the initial meeting proc2eded into a 
series of round-tabie and informal dis- 
cussions which ranged from the at- 
titude of the American public on 
home affairs, through economic and 
employment conditions, on through an 
analysis of the stand of the various 
leaders in the United States on war 
debts. 

Filled with outspoken opinions. 
forthright advice and a generous 
amount of admission tha’ “problems 
are too grave for any one man te 
understand them all,’ the speeches 
and discussions were heated and spon- 
taneous. A summary of the thought 
expressed would reveal the majority 
of Tuesday speakers as tavoring: 

1, Increased interest on the part of 
the American public in home and for- 
eign affairs. 

Immediate steps to create some 
kind of upward movement to correct 
the unemployment evil. 

Revision or cancellation of Euro- 
pean war debts to the United States. 

All speakers differed in opinions of 
the best method of procedure, but there 
was unanimity in the thought that a 
crisis exists which can be met only 
through the medium of study and ac- 
tion. 

Unit System Opposed. 

Beginning the study of problems 
with conditions in Georgia, Dr. Har- 
old Gosnell opposed vigorously the unit 
system of government, declaring that 
the sparsely settled’ sections wield 
their control over the centralized 
wealth and population in cities. He 
also favored the two-party system for 
this state, asserting “the one-party 
system leads to laxness because so 
much pressure is brought to bear on 
the voters of Georgia as to amount 
almost to intimidation. 

Bringing an anlygis of European af- 
fairs and governmental conduct, Dr. 
Charles Pergler, of the National Uni- 
versity in Washington and formerly 
a member of parliament in Czecho- 
Slovakia, reviewed the power of politi- 
cal parties and their power in Europe. 
Those nations and powers, he said, fa- 
vor the multiple-party system and 
“find it difficult to understand solidar- 
ity in political maneuver.” His talk 
was largely an explanation of the 
workings of foreign politics. 

Unemployment in South. 

The luncheon meeting which was 
led by Dr. Mercer G. Evans, of Emo- 
ry University, dealt with the unem- 
ployment in the south and the effect 
of interracial “understanding or mis- 
understanding” on the workers of the 
section. Dr. W. Alexander, of 
the interracial committee, was the 
principal speaker. He reviewed the 
situation with regard to negro em- 
ployment and said the relative number 
of colored families dependent upon 
charity for support were far in ex- 
cess of the relative population. He 
attributed the condition “to the utter 
collapse of the tenant system, which

has brought negroes into cities to com- 
pete with white labor.” He denied 
that all unemployment was due to the 
depression and criticized local relief 
agencies “for assuming that a negro 
family of five persons can live on less 
than can a white family of the same 
size.” 

The next and final speaker, Edward 
M. Kahn, head of the organized Jay- 
ish charities in Atlanta, said that 
“Georgia i: one of the few states 
which has made no attempt to or- 
ganize a public works program as 
a means of relief. 

“Relief” he said, “has been in the 
hands of business men who wish to 
hold contributions as low as possible 
to evade payment of increased wages 
which would surely result if relief do- 
nations were increased.” . 

Frankness Prevails. 

Minds clashed brilliantly, opinions 
were sharply divided and frankness 
of speech prevailed at the afternoon 
session presided over by Dr. W. B 
Baker, of Emory University, chairman 
of a round table on war debts. Speak- 
ers included men of sectional repu- 
tation. Points for discussion, out- 
lined by Dr. Baker, included a com- 
prehensive review of European debts 
to the United States. 

“Tt is an actual fact,” he said, “that 
the United States paid France rent 
for the trenches occupied by American 
soldiers on the western front.~In ad- 
dition we paid first-class passage for 
those soldiers carried to France in for- 
eign ships. W> paid motor transpor- 
tation for every soldier carried from 
behind the lines to the front.” 

Thus began an analytical study in 
discussion. 

Dr. Mercer G, Evans, of Emory 
University, said: 

“When America entered the World 
War we possessed $1,000,000,000 in 
gold and when the conflict was over 
we possessed $2,000,000,000 in gold. 
In that manner and in that war Amer- 
ican industry became fabulously 
wealthy.” 

“Tmpossible to Pay.” 

Analyzing the war debt situation as 
it now stands, Dr. Evans said it is 
impossible for European nations to 
pay the war debts in gold. 

‘Their total debt to us,” he said, 
is ten billion dollars. There is only 
$10,600,000,000 in gold in the world. 
The United States possesses more than 
six billions of the ten billion gold sup- 
ply of the world—how can they pay 
us in gold? 

“Therefore, we must either revise, 
cancel or receive payment in service, 
goods or other wealth. Suppose we 
possessed all the gold of the world, 
what could we do with it? Our dollar 
based on the gold standard would 
immediately become of relatively less 
value in international trade. If they 
(European nations) shipped all of 
their $4,000,000,000 in gold we would 
be forced to enlarge our vaults in the 
treasury to receive it.” 


Advises Tariff Reduction. 


Dr. Evans concluded by asserting 
that if we would reduce our tariff 
walls, cancel war debts, that our na- 
tional income wou increase from 
$45,000,000,000 in 19382 to $60,000,- 
000,000 in +1934. 

“Or in other words,” he said, “our 
income increase would be $15,000.- 
000,000 as against the $10,000,000,000 
which we are seeking.” 

Dr. Thomas H. English, of Emory 
University, said “one cause of the 
problem existing between nations of 
the world is a lack of understanding.” 

Other speakers in the afternoon ses- 
sion were Professor J. P. Corry, well- 
known economist; Dr. Pergler, Phillip 
Windsor, nationally-known economist, 
and John A. Lang, president of the 
National Student Federation of Amer- 


ca. 

“Students,” Mr. Lang said, “feel 
that we should forget this absurdity 
of gold and substitute international 
values of humanity and good will. 
The human being is more important 
than a dollar.”
